Being a By-law to establish an Interim Tax Levy for the year 
1990. 

The Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 302, Section 159 and 
amendments thereto, provides the authority for Council to levy 
an interim rate on the whole of the assessment for real property 
and business assessment according to the last revised assessment 
roll. 

The amount levied shall not exceed 50 per cent of that which 
would be produced by applying to such assessment the total rate 
for all real property and business assessments respectively for 
public school supporters. 

The 1989 Residential Public Mill Rate was 309.59; and the 
1989 Business Public Mill Rate was 364.22. 

The Council deems it necessary to levy an Interim rate to 
meet expenditures prior to the final Mill Rate being established 
after the estimated expenditures and revenues are adopted. 

THEREFORE, the Municipal Council of the Corporation of the 
Township of Blandf ord-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. An Interim Levy of 110 Mills shall be imposed on all 

residential real property. 

2. An Interim Levy of 129 Mills shall be imposed on all 

commercial real property. 

3. An Interim Levy of 129 Mills shall be imposed on all 

business assessments. 

4. Local Improvement charges commencing in 1990 for Ontario Home 

Renewal Program loans and tile drainage debentures shall 
have 1/3 of the total due for the year placed on the 
interim tax bill. All other Local Improvement charges 
that were placed on the interim bill in previous years 
shall continue to be charged- Drain maintenance charges 
billed and unpaid shall be collected on the interim roll. 

5. The Interim Levy shall be due in whole (one payment) on or 

before March 23rd, 1990. 

6. By-law Number 793-89, enacted the 1st day of February, 1989, 

is hereby repealed.

AND WHEREAS Council considered a request of George H. Bishop, 
Solicitor, for Raymond M. Jacobs and David Piggott to stop up, 
close and transfer a portion of unopened road allowances to his 
clients to accommodate a proposed subdivision in Part of Lot 1, 
Concession 10 (Former Blandford); 

AND WHEREAS Council considered the request of George H. Bishop 
Solicitor, at their December 20th, 1989, regular Council meeting 
and enacted the following resolution: 

"Whereas George Bishop, Solicitor for the Piggott and Jacobs proposed 
Subdivision in Part of Lot 1, Concession 10 (Blandford) and a portion 
of Registered Plan 210 in Bright requested that Evens and Edward Streets 
be closed. 

Be it Resolved that Council authorizes the Clerk-Treasurer to commence 
proceedings for closing the roads providing all legal costs associated 
with the closures are borne by the applicant." 

AND WHEREAS notice of this By-law has been published once a 
week for four successive weeks during January, 1990, in the Ayr 
News, being a newspaper published weekly, as well as a notice 
posted during January, 1990, in six public places in the immediate 
neighbourhood of the said road allowances in the Township of 
Bland ford-Blenheim;

WHEREAS the Municipal Council of the Corporation of the 
Township of Blandford-Bf enheim deems it advisable to amend

THEREFORE, the Municipal Council of the Corporation of 
the Township of Blandford-Blenheim, enacts as follows: 



That Schedule "A" to By-Law Number 466-82, as amended, 
is hereby amended by changing to A1-6 the zone symbol 
of the lands so designated A1-6 on Schedule "A" 
attached hereto. 

That Section 7.3 to By-Law Number 466-82, as amended, 
is hereby amended by adding the following subsection to 
the end thereof . 

"7.3.6 LOCATION: PART LOT 13, CONCESSION 13 (BLENHEIM), A1-6 

7.3.6.1 Notwithstanding any provision of By-Law Number 466-82 
to the contrary, no person shall within any A1-6 Zone 
use any lot, or erect, alter or use any building or 
structure for any purpose except the following: 

all uses permitted in Section 7.1 to this By-Law. 

7.3.6.2 Notwithstanding any provisions of By-Law Number 466-82 
to the contrary, no person shall within any A1-6 Zone 
use any lot, or erect, alter or use any building or 
structure except in accordance with the following 
provisions: 

7.3.6.2.1 LOT AREA: 

Minimum 7.2 hectares 

7.3.6.2.2 LOCATION OF SINGLE-FAMILY DWELLING: 

The single-family dwelling shall be located within an 
area, having a frontage of 35 metres on the Township 
road allowance between Lots 12 and 13 and a depth of 
142 metres, such area located in the southeast corner 
of the lot.

7.3.6 LOCATION: PART LOT 13, CONCESSION 13 (BLENHEIM), A1-6

7.3.6.2.2 LOCATION OF SINGLE-FAMILY DWELLING: - cont'd 

7.3.6.2.3 That all the provisions of the A1 Zone in Section 7.3 
to By-Law Number 466-82, as amended, shall apply, and 
further that all other provisions of By-Law 
Number 466-82, as amended, that are consistent with 
the provisions herein contained shall continue to 
apply mutatis mutandis."

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SITE PLAN DEVELOPMENT AGREEMENT 

FICZERE SEVERANCES 

TOWNSHIP OF BLANDFORD-BLENHEItl 

THIS AGREEMENT made on the 18th day of July, 1990 

BETWEEN; 

FIC2ERE AND SONS LIMITED 

Hereinafter called the "Owner" 
OP THE FIRST PART 

AND: 

THE TOWNSHIP OF SLANDFORD- BLENHEIM 

Hereinafter called the "Township" 
OF THE SECOND PART. 



WHEREAS the Owner represents that he is the registered owner of 
those lands and premises in the Township of Blandford-Blenheim 
described in Schedule "A" attached hereto and hereafter called the 
Said Lands; 

AND MHEREAS the Owner has applied to the County of Oxford Land 
Division Committee for severances that wi 1 1 create four (4) 
building lots along Cowan Street; 

AND WHEREAS the County of Oxford Land Division Committee 
(Application Numbers B-240/89 to B-243/89) has granted the 
severances subject to conditions being fulfilled to the Township's 
satisfaction as per their decision dated March 15, 1990; 

AND WHEREAS the Township may enter into one or more agreements 
with an Owner as a condition to the granting of a severance in 
accordance with Section 52 of the Planning Act. 

NOW THEREFORE THIS AGREEMENT WITNESSETH that in consideration of 
other good and valuable consideration and the sum of Two Dollars 
($2.00) of lawful money of Canada, now paid by each of the parties 
hereto to each of the other parties hereto, (the receipt whereof 
is acknowledged), the Owner and Township hereby covenant, promise 
and agree with each other as follows; 

1. The Owner agrees to undertake all development and construction 
of all structures and services in accordance with the approved 
plans required by, and in accordance with the sections of, 
this agreement. In order to be approved, all approved plans 
are to be reviewed and initialled by the Township Engineer. 
No construction is to occur until the plans have been reviewed 
and initialled by the Township Engineer. 

2. The Owner agrees to provide drainage works for the severed 
lots as fol lows: 

a) The Owner agrees to provide for a new drain along Cowan 
Street and along portions of the lots to outlet into the 
Ficzere Drain as shown on the approved plans. 

b) The Owner agrees to petition to have such drain 
incorporated as a Municipal Drain upon the completion of 
its construction and to pay all costs associated with the 
preparation of a report to incorporate such. 
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c) The Owner agrees to advise all subsequent lot purchasers of 
their obligation in connection with the construction and 
maintenance of the new branch to the Ficzere Drain and as 
to their obligations of maintenance of the existing Ficzere 
Drain. 

d) The Owner agrees to provide private drain connections off 
of the new drain along Cowan Street and agrees to ensure 
that each dwelling constructed on the four severed lots may 
have a gravity outlet to the new connection. 

e) The Owner agrees to advise each lot purchaser of the 
necessity of installing a backwater valve on the connection 
to the private drain connection. 

f) The Owner agrees to provide a 5 metre wide easement in 
favour of the Township for drainage purposes along the line 
between parts 2 and 3 for that portion of the drainage 
works on private lands. 

3- The Owner agrees to provide for construction on each lot and to 
provide for lot grading and drainage as per the plans approved 
by the Township and initialled by the Township Engineer and to 
advise the lot purchasers of their obligations in implementing 
the lot grading plan. 

4. The Owner agrees that the minimum ground floor area for a one 
story building shall be 110 square metres and the minimum ground 
floor area shall be 74 square metres for a building with one and 
a half stories or more provided the gross floor area is not less 
than 110 square metres. 

5. The Owner agrees to construct driveways from Cowan Street to 
each lot using a hard surfacing material, either asphalt or 
paving blocks. The Owner agrees not to construct the final 
driveway until lot grading and house construction is completed 
and to leave the driveway as a granular surface until this 
time. The Owner agrees to install 400 mm diameter culverts 
underneath each driveway and to the grades shown on the approved 
servicing plan. 

6. The Owner further understands that no building permits will be 
issued until such time as the Township Engineer is satisfied 
that the subsurface drainage works and catchbasins and boulevard 
grading and seeding are sufficiently complete or that a 
sufficient sum of money as security for the construction of such 
exists with the Township and that a petition has been filed for 
incorporation of the drain pursuant to the Drainage Act. The 
Owner further understands that no lots may be sold until such 
time as the drain has been installed to the Township Engineer's 
satisfaction and a petition for incorporation of the drain has 
been filed by the Owner. 

7. The Owner agrees to pay to the Township the sum of Eighteen 
Thousand, Nine Hundred and Twelve Dol lars and Twenty Cents 
($18,912-20), which sum represents 50S> of the Township's costs, 
in constructing Cowan Street. This sum shall be payable in four 
installments, each installment being due prior to the Township's 
approval of the issuance of a deed for each of the four lots. 

8. The Owner agrees to pay the Township a sum of Five Thousand 
Dollars ($5,000) prior to the execution of this agreement, such 
sum to be a deposit on the Township's Engineering and Legal 
costs. The Township shal 1 account to the Owner for the 
application of this deposit on account of such costs. The Owner 
agrees to further reimburse the Township for any additional 
costs reasonably incurred in excess of Five Thousand ($5,000-00) 
Dollars and to make such payments on or before the approval by 
the Township of any lot sale. tfhere the Township deems it 
necessary, acting reasonably, the Township may require a further 
deposit prior to approving any Deed, to cover Engineering costs 
to be incurred subsequent to the sale of the last lot. The cost 
to be paid by the Owner hereunder shall be exclusive of the cost 
to be paid by the lot purchasers under Paragraph 9 hereof. 
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9. The Owner agrees to prepare or to advise each lot purchaser of 
their obligation to prepare a site plan showing how the approved 

plans will be implemented on each lot. The site plan shall 
provide that driveways and septic systems shall generally be in 
the same locations as shown on the overall grading plan. The 
site plan shall show top of foundation wall elevations. The site 
p 1 an shal 1 be prepared by someone cust omar i 1 y t nvol ved and 
experienced in such work. Such site plan shall be approved by 
the Township Engineer prior to the issuance of a building 
permit. A building permit format shall be used whereby the Owner 
shall not receive permission to frame until the foundation has 
been certified. The Owner shall then have the completed 
foundation reviewed and certified by an Ontario Land Surveyor or 
a Professional Engineer and shall show such certification to the 
Township. Once building construction and lot grading is complete 
on the lot, including a driveway, the lot purchaser or Owner 
shall have the Township Engineer review the site and issue a lot 
grading certificate. To ensure that the lot purchaser constructs 
acceptable lot grading and driveway construction, he shal 1 
deposit a security of $2,500 with the Township prior to receipt 
of a building permit. This deposit shall be returned, without 
interest and less the costs of the Engineer's involvement with 
site plans and site review, upon the Township Engineer's 
certification of lot grading and driveway construction and shall 
only be returned if any damages to existing services such as 
Cowan Street are attended to. If there is any default in 
attending to repair of damages, to construction of driveways, to 
finishing of boulevards or to lot grading the Township to the 
extent necessary may use any part of or all of the deposit to 
attend to such. Based on a one time review of the site plan, a 
one time review of the Foundation Certificate and a one time 
review of lot grading and driveway work, the estimated cost of 
the Township Engineer will be $250.00. The scheduling of the 
release of the $2,500 security shall be as follows; Firstly, 
$1 ,500 is to be released upon completion of acceptable lot 
grading and acceptable driveway construction exclusive of the 
hard surfacing and subject to any damages to that point being 
repaired. Secondly the balance, $1,000, is to be released upon 
completion of the driveway and boulevard work adjacent to the 
driveway and subject to repairs being made and less the 
Engineer's costs as described in this paragraph. 

10- The Owner agrees to pay Seven Hundred Dollars ($700) per lot as 
cash in lieu of parklands. This sum shall be payable prior to 
the Township's approval of the issuance of a deed for each of the 
four lots. 

11. All work is to be in accordance with the approved servicing plans 
and in accordance with the site plans to be prepared for each 
property subject only to such changes as are approved by the 
Township in writing. Further, the Township reserves the right to 
waive or rescind any term or condition contained in this 
agreement provided that such condition is waived or rescinded by 
resolution of Council. 

12. The Owner agrees to provide private water supply and septic 
disposal systems and to the satisfaction of the Oxford County 
Board of Health and to the Ministry of Environment where 
applicable. 

13- The Owner agrees that the services (other than the driveways and 
lot grading) will be accepted by the Township and a Certificate 
of Completion will be issued by the Township Engineer once the 
drainage works are completed, the boulevard is graded and seeded 
and a report has been adopted for incorporation of the drain. 
Prior to the issuance of the Certificate of Completion, the Owner 
shall deposit cash or certified cheque deposit of $3000.00 as a 
maintenance security for a one year warranty period. At the 
expiration of the 12 month maintenance period, the deposit will 
be returned without interest and less any sum spent by the 
Township on maintenance, during the maintenance period- At the 
end of the maintenance period the Owner's obligations cease. 
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14. The Owner agrees to allow the Township in its sole discretion, to 
register or deposit this agreement in the appropriate Registry or 
Land Titles Office and at the Owner's cost. 

15. It is understood and agreed that after this Agreement has been 
registered or deposited on title it shall not be released by the 
Township. After all terms and conditions of this agreement have 
been complied with to the satisfaction of the Township, the 
Township, upon request, shall issue a Certificate of Compliance 
certifying compliance with this agreement to the date of the 
certificate. 

16. The Owner agrees to not call into question directly or indirectly 
in any proceedings whatsoever in law or in equity or before any 
administrative tribunal, the right of the Township to enter into 
this agreement and to enforce each and every term, covenant and 
condition herein contained and this agreement may be pleaded as 
an estoppel against the Owners in any such proceedings. 

17. The covenants, agreements, conditions and understandings herein 
contained on the part of the Owner and the provisions of 
Paragraph 12 of this agreement shall run with the land and shall 
be binding upon them and upon their heirs, executors, 
administrators, successors and assigns as owners and occupiers of 
the said lands from time to time and shall be appurtenant to the 
adjoining roadway in the ownership of the Township. 
Notwithstanding the generality of the above, each lot purchaser 
shall assume the applicable obligations of the Owner as they 
relate to work on the applicable lot and with respect to 
finishing of driveways and boulevards. 

18. The Owner hereby agrees to reimburse the Township of Blandford- 
Blenheim for all Engineering and legal costs incurred by the said 
Township for the preparation and supervision and enforcement of 
this agreement, if in excess of any deposit, such payment to be 
made within 30 days of the delivery of demand from the Township 
to the Owner. The cost payable by the Owner hereunder shall not 
include any costs payable by any lot purchaser under Paragraph 9 
hereof. 

19. The Township Engineer shall have the right to inspect the 
installation and construction of the works at any time. If the 
Township Engineer is not satisfied that such installation or 
construction is being done in accordance with the approved plans 
and specifications or in accordance with good engineering 
practice, the Township Engineer, after advising the Owner, may 
stop the work for any length of time until he is so satisfied; 
and if the Township Engineer, after advising the Owner, deem that 
the work is not proceeding in a proper manner, he may stop the 
work and require that another Contractor be placed on the job to 
complete such work and the costs involved shall be paid by the 
Owner forthwith upon demand by the Township. 

20. In addition to any other remedy which the Township may have 
against the Owners for breach of this Agreement, the Township, at 
its option and after first notifying the Owner, may in the event 

of such breach: 

a) Complete any work required to be conducted by the Owner in 
respect of which there has been default and collect the cost 
of so doing from the Owner; 

b) Hake any payment which ought to have been made by the Owner 
and collect the amount thereof from the Owner; 

c) Do any other thing required of the Owner by this agreement 
and collect the cost of so doing from the Owner; 
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d) Apply any deposit in the Township's possession; 

e) Refuse to issue any further building permits; 

f) In the event of default by the Owner and the Township being 
required to perform any of the services herein mentioned in 
addition to any other remedy, the Township shall have the 
right to add the cost of performing such services to the 
municipal tax roll herein.

NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. By-law Number 104-76, being a By-law to designate local school 
bus loading zones is amended by adding the following sections: 

1. Any person violating any of the provisions of this by-law 
shall be subject to a penalty of ten (10) dollars. 

2. Notwithstanding, Section 1 above, for Parking Infractions, 
the person charged may make payment as shown on the Parking 
Infraction Notice, and payment may be made at the Clerk's 
Office, within 7 (seven) days and such payment shall be 
accepted in full satisfaction of the charge and no further 
proceedings will be undertaken. 

3. Any person who contravenes any section of this by-law is 
guilty of an offence and upon conviction is liable to a 
fine not to exceed $2,000.00 and such fine is recoverable 
under The Provincial Offences Act.

BY-LAW NUMBER 858-90 



Being a By-law to amend By-law Number 465-82, as amended, 
being a By-law requiring the licensing of dogs and for imposing 
a license fee on the owners of them and for regulating the 
running at large of dogs within the Township of Blandf ord-Blenheim. 

WHEREAS Council deems it desirable to increase the applicable 
license fees to recognize the costs involved. 

NOW THEREFORE the Council of The Corporation of The Township 
of Blandf ord-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. That Section 2.1 and 2.2 to By-law Number 465-82, as amended, 
is hereby repealed and the following substituted therefore: 

1.1 Every owner of a dog or dogs in the Township of 
Blandf ord-Blenheim immediately upon becoming such owner 
shall cause such dog or dogs to be licensed. The Dog 
Licensing Officer shall call on every residence within 
the municipality between the period of January 1st until 
April 30th of each year to issue the required license. 
Commencing May 1st and continuing for the remainder of 
the current year, dog licenses shall be available at 

the Office of the Tax Collector. All Kennel licenses 
shall be issued at the Office of the Tax Collector. 

1.2 The license fee applicable thereto which is hereby 
imposed on such owner is as follows: 

1.2.1 For every dog $12.00 

1.2.2 The owner of a Kennel of 

Pure-bred Dogs $35.00 

1.2.3 The applicable commission fee to be paid to 
the Dog Licensing Officer for the sale of 
Tags shall be established by resolution. 

1.3 The provisions of this by-law shall take effect 
January 1st, 1991.
